TREASURY SURPLUS.

WASHINGTON, June 30.—({Exclu- 
sive spatch.} The surplus of the 
“United States Treasury in its opera- 
tions tor the fiscal year closing today 
was $62,710,935, against a surplus of 
992.193.2390 for the fiscal year endng a 
year ago today, and against the esti- 
mate by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
gome months ago, that the surplus for 
‘this year would not exceed $45,000,000. 
Tt may be stated that the increase of 
$7,000,000 in the surplus above the esti- 
mates of the Secretary is due almost 
‘entirely to heavy importations of un- 
manufactured merchandise within the 
jast six weeks or two months, when 
the daily customs receipts of the 
Treasury have gone on from day to 
Gay at higher eustained figures than 
ever before known in the history of the 
government. .

SHIP TRUST RECEIVERSHIP. 


HOW IT AFFECTS BUILDING. 

(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMERS.) 

WASHINGTON, June Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] The new receivership for 
the United States Fhipbuilding Com- 
pany will not come with any shock of 
surprise to the authorities of the Navy 
Department. At least one of the ship- 
yard owners who went into the trust 
with large ideas of its future assured 
the department several months ago, in 
a private communication concerning 
some government work in his yard, 
that a receivership was inevitable, and 
might come at any moment. 

The attitude of the department to- 
ward this developmeint will be, for the 
present, one of waiting. Time will be 
allowed to discover what line of policy 
the receiver will pursue. It is hoped 
here that the same wholesome results 
may follow this change that have often 
followed in the case of mismanagement 
of a crippled railroad, and that under 
exercise of the extraordinary powers of 
receivers, the govenment’s work may 
be pushed ahead and got out in a way 
better than under the old régime. 

Unfinished naval work in the yards 
of the trust includes the battleship 
Ohio, armored c California and 
South Dakota and «protected cruisers 
Tacoma and Milwaukee, all at the 
yards of the Union Iron Works. This is 
the largest single contingent und-or 
contract. It is possible some vessels 
may have to be taken from the Union 
Iron Works and finished at Mare Is- 
Nixon's comes next, with the 
protected cruiser Chat and tor- 

boats Nicholson and O'Brien. The 
Bath iron Works has the battleship 
Georgia and protected cruiser Cleve- 
land. Three monitors and seven sub- 
marines which were recently in the 
trust yards have been delivered to the 
government. 

Under the specifications of the con- 
tracts in all these cases, the govern- 
ment is authorized, in event of serious 
delay, from causes traceable to any 
fault on the part of the contractors, 
to cancel the contract on written no- 
tice. Naturally this course would be 
avoided if practicable. It is the desire 
of the department not to add need- 
lessly to embarrassments of the situa- 
tion but to safeguard its own rights 
and to get ships. 

The Bethlehem Stee] Company is 
making a jarge quantity of armor for 
the ships now building, but its con- 
tracts are directly with the government 
and with other members of the trust. 
This fact will of itself undoubtedly 
save a great deal of trouble, because 
the government will be in a position 
to enforce its demands. Moreover, it is 
within the range of possibility that the

COMMERCE AND LABOR. 
DEPARTMENT OPENS TODAY. 
(BY DIRECT WILKE Tu THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, June 30.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) Secretary George B. 
Cortelyou will launch a new Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Labor tomor- 
row, on which date it becomes fully 
operative under the law approved Feb- 
ruary 14, 1903. The new department 
not only extends the scope of govern- 
mental supérvision to commerce and 
labor, but causes the readjustmnt of 
many bureaus now under other de- 
partments, or which will be trans- 
ferred formally to the new executive 
branch tomorrow. 

Secretary Cortelyou will call the 
newly-transfered chiefs of his depart- 
ment into hia private office in the 
morning, addreds them briefly as to 
the objects and aims of the depart- 
ment, and then will begin the work of 
organization. The Department of Com- 
merce and Labor will embrace the fol- 
lowing bureaus: Lighthouse Board, 
Lighthouse Establishment, Steamboat 
Inspection Service, Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, United States Shipping Commis- 
sioners, National Bureau of Standards, 
Coast and Geodetic Survey, Bureau of 
Immigration and Bureay of Statistics, 
which have been under the Secretary 
of the Treasury; Census Department, 
from the Department of the Interior; 
Bureau of Labor, Fish Commission, 
Office of the Commissioner of Fish and 
Fisheries, and Bureau of Foreign Com- 
merce of State Department. Aside 
from the transfer of bureaus, there are 
created under the new law the Bureau 
of Manufactures and the Bureau of 
Corporations. 

Most of the bureaus transferred frém 
‘other departments have already moved 
to the building in Fourteenth street,

Many prominent politicians have been 
under suspicion of being stockholders 
in concerns which have enjoyed the 
favoritism of the Postoffice Department 
in rich contracts. 

Postmaster-General Payne wrote to 
Secretary Cortelyou of the Department 
of Commerce, asking his assistance in 
the direction mentioned, Payne having 
got the idea from the President, who 
evidently conceived that this was a

WASHINGTON, June 30.—[ lusive 
Dispatch.) The following report on 
American dried fruits in Germany was 
received at the State Department today 
from an American consular official in 
that country: 

“While in the United States last year 
I visited a number of large prune and 
apricot orchards in the vicinity of San 
José, Cal., and since my return to this 
country have given the importation of 
evaporated American fruits considera- 
ble study. For this rt of Germany— 
namely, Baden and ce- Lorraine— 
I find the outlook for increased sales 
most encouraging. From a leading im- 
porter in the western part of Germany 
I learn that California prunes and 
apricots are rapidly supplanting the 
products of France and Italy. Califor- 
nia fruit is cheaper and its fesh 
brighter and more solid. 

“Bpeaking of packing and (drying 
prunes and apricots, my informant 
tells me he has no fault to find except 
with the manner in which the boxes 
are put together. He says there would 
be less breakage if they were dove- 
tailed, instead of being simply nailed. 
Regarding the time in transit, he says 
he has experienced considerable annoy- 
ance and some loss of trade in conse- 
quence of shipments being delayed en 
route from California. One shipment 
was over ten weeks on the way; buy- 
ers think the goods were held in New 
York séveral weeks. California fruits 
are generally paid for in advance, 
which fact makes delays in shipments 
especially annoying. 

“The Elsassische Conserven-Fabrik 
und Import Geselischaft, Strassburg, 
last season sold eight carloads of apri- 
cots, ten carloads of prunes and twen- 
ty-five carloads of evaporated applies. 
Prunes and apples retail here at from 
12% to 15 cents per pound and 
at 20 cents.”

ARIZONA LINES. 


ESPFE TO BUILD SCHOOLHOUSBE. 
(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

PHOENIX (Ariz.) June 28.—The City 
Council of Phoenix has at last assented 
to a proposition that has been before 
it for years and has granted to the 
Maricopa and Phoenix Railway right 
of way along Harrison street to the 
west line of First avenue. This brings 
the Southern Pacific connection well 
into the heart of the city, and gives it 
as good terminal facilities as are pos- 
sessed by the Santa Fé; its competitor. 
Superintendent Bicknell of the Mari- 
copa and Phoenix road states that his 
company will at once build a new pas- 
senger depot on the corner of Jackson 
and Center etreets. This company has 
already on hand enough steel to relay 
six miles of the track between Phoenix 
and Tempe. It is proposed to put the 
entire road in the best condition, that 
much higher speed may be made by 
its trains. The Gila bridge will prac- 
tically be rebuilt and a new steel struc- 
ture will span Salt River. 

Tracklaying has been resumed by the 
Prescott and Eastern Railway beyond 
Mesa City. Considerable delay has 
been experienced in securing enough 
steel, and the labor question has been 
somewhat vexed, as men are hard to 
get in Arizona during the warm sea- 
son, The grade has been completed to 
the Gila River beyond Florence, a dis- 
tance of about seventy-five miles from 
Phoenix. 

The same interests that own the 
Prescott and Eastern Railway, namely, 
the Development Company of America, 
own an enormous tract of timber land 
in the Sierra Madre Mountains, in the 
State of Chihuahua, Mex. At one time 
it was understood that the timber land 
would be tapped by an extension of 
the Sierra Madre road, a line running 
into Mexico from El Paso.

THE WORLD.

cA Comprehensive Review by the 
cAuthor of ‘‘The Mastery of the Pa- 
cific’’—The United States Urged to 


O EUROPEAN can fail to have 
been struck during the past decade 
by the extraordinary § activity 

among the navies of the great powers. 

We ourselves, working on what is 

known as the “two-power programme,” 

by whith we intend to keep our navy 
at least equal to the combined navies 

of any two other powers, have had a 

hard task to keep up to our standard. 

There are doubts as to whether or not 

we have done so-—except on paper. A 

recent visul to the United States re- 

vealed to me the fact that, great 
though she is, rich and powerful, that 
country has not yet appreciated § the 
true inwardness of this movement io- 
ward maritime strength in the coun- 
tries of the Old World. Nor has she 
reaiized that her own position demands 
—and will demand even more in a few 
years—the protection and help of an 
efficient navy. It is not too much to 
say that until she appreciates this she 
will not be able to play her part among 
the nations. Her internal develop- 
ment has already reached a stage in 
which it must cease to be wholly in- 
ternal. She has taken outside 
her own boundartes, and will be forced 
to take others. How, then, can she af- 
ford to despise what may well be 
called the geitgeist of the twentieth 
century? It is not possible for any 
power to ignore the naval expansion of 
Germany and Russia, nor is it to be 
believed that this is aimed soleiv 
against Great Britain. The coincidence 
is not quite as significant as it seems, 
but it must be remembered that the rise 
to power and putting forth of preten- 
sions on the part of the United States 
have been coeval with the naval aspir- 
ations of certain other powers.

The growth of continental navies is 
of comparatively recent development. 
Thirty years ago there were practically 
only two great naval powers—Great 
Britain and France.

There is an impression that naval 
expansion is entirely dependent on the 
possession of oversea colonies, and nec- 
essarily involves the desire for terri- 
torial expansion. Before pronouncing 
on this point it may be well to glance 
at the history of this movement in the 
various countries where it is most 
marked, remembering that, as we have 
already seen, the acquisition of over- 
sea territory without a sound economic 
basis has in past history proved useless 


to the countries which have attempted 
it. 


ne of the most important: new- 
comers in the naval field is undoubt- 
edly Germany. Since the Franco-Ger- 
man War an extraordinary transfor- 
mation has taken place in this part of 
Europe. The federation of the German 
States made an empire out of a con- 
geries of petty kingdoms, and in rapid 
sequence came the conversion of Ger- 
many from an agricultural into a great 
commercial and then into a great in- 
dustrial power. This internal devel- 
opment, fostered by the government tn 
every possible way, soon led to a de- 
sire for foreign markets, and conse- 
quently for colonies or settlements 
abroad, which would give opportunities 
for the extension not merely of trade. 
but also of national influence. Tae 
creation of @ navy Was essential to this 
acheme. it is unnecessary hers to trace 
the German colonial empire, begun in 
1885, and continued without intermis- 
sion ever since in Bast Africa, New 
Cuilnea, the Cameroons, Samoa, the 
Carolines, and finally an outpost in 
Northern China, whence it is intended 
to control a province of thirty millions 
and to extend German influence. These 
colonies, it is true, have been failures, 
and are a terrible charge on the Mother 
Country—an army of officials, a hand- 
ful of missionaries, and a few thous- 
and traders in a territory five times as 
great as Germany itself, and with some 
fourteen million inhabitants. Yet, with 
the very partial success that has at- 
tended German attempts at coloniza- 
tion we see no relaxation of her naval 
ardor. On the contrary. her scheme of 
naval expansion, fed by the Emperor. 
but having its root deep ih popular sen- 
timent, has assumed unparalleled pro- 
portions, and the aspirations of Ger- 
many have been expressed in the now 
famous declaration: “Our future les 
on the sea.” Briefly, her programme 
is to double the navy within sixteen 
years, becinning in 19960, but it is an 
open secret that she hopes to attain 
her object by 1910, when she will he 
second, instead of fifth, on the liet of 
naval powers, as she is today. In Ger- 
many there is the supreme advantagc> 
of stability of purpose and a fixed plan 
complete in all details: the expansion

JAPAN AND RUSSIA. 

Japan has also an ambitious pro- 
gramme for naval expansion, and has 
hitherto been remarkably expeditious 
and successful in her eorts. Begin- 
ning with nothing, indeed with a heavy 
weight of oriental tradition against her, 
she has reorganized her whole system, 
and not the least wonderful of the 
changes effected has been the creation 
of a very creditable and well-organised 
navy, which places her just below Italy 
in the list of the seven naval powers 
and about equal with the Germany of 
1900. Her great naval expansion is 
quite recent and really dates from 
1895, when the action of the great pow- 
ers after the Chino-Japanese War de- 
prived the victor of any advantage 
which had been hoped for save an in- 
demnity. That indemnity was put by 
Japan to a highly-practical use in im- 
mediately. forming the nucleus of a 
small but efficient navy. and the re- 
sult has been that for the first time 
in history an oriental power has en- 
tered into alliance with a western one, 
and that the greatest maritime power 
the world has ever seen. Japan wun- 
doubtedly owes her admission to the 


| rank of world powers to this naval ef- 


fort. As an island nation maritime 
strength is of primary importance to 
her. She hae simultaneoulsy begun to 
colonize, but only in Formosa in the 
ordinary sense of the word, and For- 
mosa is chiefly important to her from 
a strategic point of view. 

A third instance of naval expansion 
affords features entirely different from 
those of Germany or Japan. Russia, 
though she certainly has embarked on 
an industrial career, is at present itn 
no want of foreign markets or over- 
sea colonies, nor has she as yet a great 
coast line to defend. Her territorial 
expansion has been continental, and 
she has increased her boundaries with 
a rapidity which should satisfy the 
most ambitious. But, with a tenacity 
of purpose which is one of the most 
interesting features of medern history, 
she has pushed her way oceanward, 
has reached the Pacific and China Sea, 
acquired « seaboard, solidified her po- 
sition there by a series of coups and 
ruses, and is still seeking other outlets 
and strenuously strengthening her sea 
power. All this despite the fact that 
she has no foreign trade to protect, no 
colonies to be defended, and no shadow 
of an excuse for her naval projects 
except he? ambitions. What these am- 
bitions are need not be stated hers. 
The fact remains that Russia is rapidly 
building up a powerful navy. and for 
that purpose, unable to build ships at 
home with sufficient rapidity, ane nas 
placed orders tn the yards of Franvee, 
Germany. the United States and Great 
Britain. 

THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA

It will be seen that the United 


States, with its extended coast line. its 

industrial and commercial expansion, 
and its recent plunge into colonization 
and Welt-Politik, is at present inferior 
to Russia as a naval power, and only 
a little stronger than Germany, which 
at the existing rate of progress will, 
moreover, shortly eclipse her  alto- 
gether in that respect. It was only 
quite recently, when the Spanish war 
revealed to her the fact that she was 
then only equal to grappling with a 
therd-rate naval power and alarmed 
her with the possibility of European 
lutervention, that the United States 
begin to realize that a great world 
power must have a great navy. 

The old theory of isolation has now 
become an impossibility, and this not 
because of the folly of a section of 
politicians, as many Americans seem 
to think, but because of the wunalter- 
able destiny of nations, which forbids 
that any should become great without 
coming in contact with—perhaps ab- 
sorbing—others. The expansion of th> 
United States did not begin with the 
Spanish war—that was merely a step 
in the general movement—but that war 
certainly precipitated matters, and it 
looks as if at one step the United 
States had entered the ranks of col- 
onizing powers and the Whirlpool of 
world litics The word “looks” is 
used advisedly. In reality the aspira- 
tions of Americ# to commercial su- 
were quite incompatible with 
er attitude of isolation, as is also the 
application of the Monroe doctrine un- 
der the changed conditions of the 
world. Whether it be fate or fortune 
thai took her into the arena. however, 
it is certain that she is there and 
bound to play her part, and among 
other experiences before her she will 
have to learn, as Great Britain has 
done, to bear the bitter Jealousy of 
continenta! rivals, envious of that 
great commercial prosperity which they 
usually profess to despise. 

GERMANY AND SOUTH AMERICA. 

We have seen that these powers are 
all busy with projects for Breat navies 
and there can be little doubt that, in 
the preset condition of world 


these navies are destined to = 
prominent part in the immediate fu- 


ture. How can the United States - 
ford to be left behind in the race fon 
maritime supremacy? It is for her not 
a mere question of aggression or of ‘ter - 
ritorial expansion. She need not “grasp 
the bubble of imperialism” in creating 
a navy commensurate w the inter- 
ests she has to defend The necessit, 
for a strong navy is based less on the 
ambitions of the United States herself 
than on those of other powers, and 
more particularly of Germany. 
Unsuccessful in her attempts to 
found a colonial empire in other parts 
of the world, Germany is concentrating 
her attention more and more on South 
America. Her interests there, already 
considerable—for instance, there is a 
German population of half milliion 
out of a total of one and a half million 
in Southern Brazil, Argentine, and 
Uruguay—are being pushed in every 
possible way by unofficial agencies, 
such as the North German Lloyd, the 
German Brazilian Society, and others. 
The German government disclaims any 
connection with this movement in 
South America, but the fact remains 
that the Teutonic element and influ- 
ences are constantly strengthened. 
while the acquisition by German com- 
panies of steamer lines, the granting of 
subsidies. and the moral support af- 
forded by national sentiment are all 


factors in the success of the scheme. 
A aphere of activity to which Ger- 
many also looks with some confidence 
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is the Pacific, where, despite all dis- 
claimers, she still believes that the 
great East Indian empire of Holland 
may some day fall under her tutelage. 
The balance of power in the Pacific 
would be seriously disturbed by such a 
denoument, and in view of the large in- 
terests the United States is accumulat- 
ing in that region and the changes tp 
be wrought by the Trans-Isthmian 
Canal it is not a prospect she can af- 
ford to regard with equanimity. 
COLONIAL EXPANSION, 

Broadly speaking, there are two sys- 
tems of colonial expansion at work—one 
mainiy political, where a government 
extends its sphere of operations with- 
out the pressure of colonies and regard- 
less of economic conditions. This is the 
method of Russia. The other system is 
due to the initiatitve of iniividuat 
traders, acting as time goes on more 
and more collectively, inv ving pro- 
tection abroad and sometimes ending in 
the acquisition by their governments 
of foreign territory. While these are the 
two extremes it must be admitted thar 
the motives for expansion are usualiy 
a mixture of both. For the protection 
of trade abroad, and for politica; 
strength and influence alike, a strong 
navy is an indispensable factor, since 
No great nation save Russia is now con- 
fined within wer own boundaries, and 
all alike are involved in the tangled web 
of world politics. It has been said that 
the fate of Great Britain might be de- 
cided in the Mediterranean, and 
though a nation which ighabite so vast 
a continent as North America might 
well deem its stronghold impregnable, 
the United States must remember tha: 
in Hawali, Samoa, the Philippines, Cuba 
and Porto Rico, it has given hostages to 
fortune, and in the interests, commer- 
cial and political, which it is pushing 
in all parts of the world, there are 
also vulnerable points which can only 
be defended by naval power. If th» 
Monroe doctrine is to be upheld, even 
in a modified form, maritime efficiency 
is a necessity, and the opening of the 
transisthmian canal will operate tn 
two ways to complicate the problem. 
It will extend the coast line of the 
United States, and it will open up the 
Pacific still more to international com- 
petition. That both these things wif! 
ultimately be for the welfare of the 
United States one can hardly doubt, 
but they make it the more imperative 
that she should turn her attention to 
maritime development, for which she 
has such unbounded resources and fa- 
cilities, 

PRORLEM FOR UNITED STATES. 

The building of ships and the cre- 
ation of an armament are not the only 
essentials. These. though even. they 
cannot be provided in a short time, are 
chiefly a matter of expenditure, and a 
country whose surplus last year was 
some ninety million dollars would have 
no difficulty on thet score, especially 
as she has iron, coal, and great ship- 
huilding establishments. A much more 
dificult task—one requiring time and 
constant organigation—is to create the 
personne! Of a navy. The sea spirit can- 
not be manufactured like the ships, but 
must be the fruit of training, and is 
based largely on .heredity. There is a 
large maritime popultaion in the Unitea 
States which can be used as material, 
and the example of Germany, of pre- 
paring her navy for years on a fixel 
plan, may well be studied and - 
dered, though it cannot be copied. In 
this connection it is interesting to note 
the work done by the Navy League tn 
this country. but even more in Ger- 
many, to foster naval enthusiasm 
among the people. In Germany the 
league has an income of £30,000 annu- 
aliy and numbers 600,000 members. 
with branches in every important place 
in the empire. 

In urging the United States to grap- 
pie with the problem of naval expan- 
sion I have in view the interests of the 
English-speaking race. As time gvoes 
on the two great branches of this race 
will be bound together more and more 
closely. No thoughtful observer can 
fail to be struck with the slow but sure 
rapproachbeiment which has been taking 
place in the last decade, and the more 
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the Old has conincided with the chain of 
events which have brought the United 
States into the arena of world-politics. 
There is at present no question of pol- 
icy affecting all the great powers in 
which the intetesis of Great Britain and 
the United States are not ranged on 
the same side, and whtaever alliances 
may spring up on the death of the mort- 
bund triple alliance there is no doubt 
that the bond of interest, as well as 
blood, must unite the two nations who 
use the English tongue. In these cir- 
cumstances we must encourage moat 
heartily the awakening of the Amert- 
can people to the necessity for sea 
power, and trust that they will not let 
any rhetoric about “imperialism” keep 
them from measures that are a neces- 
sity to a nation which has shouldered 
great and rapidly-growing responsibili- 
ties and is committed to a career of ex- 


pansion, not because of territorial 
greed, but by reason economic 
growth.

COMING TO LEARN. 


Let of Eaglish Educational Experts 
Will Find Out How We Teach—Phil- 


anthropist Pays Whole Expense. 
) [STAFF CORRESPONDENCE oF THE TIMES.) 

LONDON, June 19.—Alfred Moseley, 
the rich diamond merchant, is busy 
getting together a number of educa- 
tional experts who are to accompany 
him next October to study the educa- 
tional systems in America with the 
view, if they are ‘found practicable, to 
Suggest plans for applying them in 
England. ‘ihe commission is going out 
entirely at Mr. Moseley’s expense, and 
will continue its investigations for two 
months, during which time it hopes to 
visit every prominent seat of learning 
in the. United States, paying special 
attention to the elementary schools 
where the children of the working 
classes receive their education. 

Mr. Moseley hopes to enlist the serv- 
ices of Dr. Murray Butler ef Columbia 
University, who will be charged with 
making all the arrangements for the 
commission during its stay in America. 
Prof. Jacks of Edinburgh University 
and Prof. Horatio of Bangor College 
will represent Scotland and Wales re- 
spectively. Oxford, Cambridge, Eton 
arid the Queen's colleges of Ireiand will 
also send delegates. That 
of learning—Trinity Col- 
Dublin—will be 
represented by 
London school board and the element- 
ary education authorities of Liverpool, 
Leeda, Glasgow, Bristol, Manchester, 
Sheffield and Birmingham will be also 
invited to send representatives. The 
London County Council will send a 
meniber of its Technical Instruction 
Committee, and two or three members 
of Parliament inte in educational! 
matters are also expected to join the 
party. 

Mem of the Labor Commission 
who accompanied Mr. Moseley at his ex. 
penge last year do not expect any 
practical results from his educational 
commission. They say that the Ameri- 
can climatic and other conditions are 
so different from those of England as 
to render it impossible to apply the 
Same methods for both countfies. 

Mr. Moseley appears to be somewhat 
unfortunate in his experiences with 
his first commission. On returning from 
the United States he endeavored to 
form a body equivalent to the Civic 
Federation of Labor in America. A 
large section of those who had accom- 
panied him viewed the idea with dis- 
favor and for the last six or eight 
months there has been discord in the 
Moseley ranks. It is pointed out by 
those who disagree with the philan- 
thropist that the Civic Federation has 
not succeeded in stopping or adjusting 
strikes in America. There is a serious 
split in the labor camp over the whole 
thing, but it has been kept quiet in 
the hope that a compromise might be 
arrived at. The Parliamentary Com- 
mittee of the Trades-Union 
which meets here two weeks hence. 
will decide the fate of the schme. Dele- 
gates wil' attend from all over the 
country, and a heated discussion {* ex- 
pected.

0 L.R.A. 444, not to inure to the 
benefit of an injured employé, so that 
he cag enforce payment of it in case 
the employer becomes insolvent and 
makes an assignment for creditors be- 
fore he receives his judgment. 

A provision of an insurance policy 
rendering it vold if, without consent 
of the insurer, mechanics are emplo 
in Dullding, altering, or repairing t 
premise for more than fifteen days at 
any one time, is held, in German Ina.

Political Future of Servia. 


A republican Servia is impossible. It 
would have come in Bulgaria long since 
except for the opposition of the Buro- 
pean powers. Neither Austria nor Rus- 
sia can afford the presence of a repub- 
lic ke Switzerland in the Balkan pen- 
insula. 


This laid aside, no man can well be 
elected King by the Skupshtina except 
the pretender, Peter I of the Kara- 
georgevitch family. His presence at the 
head of the Servian State seriously al- 
ters ite relations. He and his family 
have been associated with Russian in- 
fluence. He was married to the daugh- 
ter of the Prince of Montenegro before 
indeed this mountaiA family had 
reached the position which it now holds 
and the Petrovich family has been a 
pensioner on Russia from the days of 
Danilo. more than two centutTies ago. 

The Petrovich family iteelf has been 
for a century assdciated with Russian 
intrigue in Servia. It early stood for an- 
nexation to Russia, while the Obreno- 
viches stood for an independent though 
absolute rule. When Austrian influ- 
ence-became dominant in the redistri- 
bution which succeeded the treaty of 
Berlin, and inclosed Servia on nearly 
three sides by Austrian territory, the 
dual monarchy cast its influences on 
the side of Milan, and has aided both 
him and Alexander in maintaining 
their semi-despotic power, as against 
the Russian party on one side anf the 
liberal or radical party on the other. 
Austria, to whom a control of Bel- 
grade is necessary, since the Austrian 
system of railroads has its outlet-ftrem 
Salonica, has again to establish its ip- 
fluence, with the odds against it, im 
royal family, Russian in sympathies, in 
alliance and association.

SOME MISTAKES 
‘OF ORGANIZED LABOR. 


From The Music Trades, John C. 


HERE is a great deal of difference 
T veiween a combination or organiza- | 

tion formed to resist injustice, to) 
bring about needed reforms, to improve 
conditions, and a combination or ofr- 
ganization formed to enforce demands, 
whether these be just or unjust, by 
geans which are unconstitutional, and 
have been declared by the courts to be 
jliegal. This applies equally to combi- 
nations and associations of capitalists 
and employers, as it applies to combi- 
nations and associations of wage- 


earners. 

1 am prompted to say this by recent 
developments in the war which is being 
waged all over the country between 
capital and labor. I regret that some 
of the labor unions are inviting hostile 
criticism by acts that must te con- 
demned by intelligent, fair-minded men. 
The action of these labor unions is all 
the more to be regretted, as it comes at 
a time when some of the most eminen- 


best efforts toward bringing about a 
better understanding between cap't:! 
and labor, and thereby to secure bettr 
conditions for the wage-earner. | 

A practical instance of the injustice 
which a labor organization sometimes 
perpetrates, in mistaken enthusiisima 
for the cause which it advocates, ‘s 
seen in the demand recently made upor:. 
George P. Bent, the well-known and 
prominent plano organ manufac- 
turer of Chicago. 

It appears that a special represent- 
ative of the International Typograp?.- 
ical Tnion at Los Angeles, Cal., wrot- 
on May 11 to Mr. Bent to inform him 
that the Los Angeles Times is “a bitter 
and relentless enemy to organized 
labor; that it employs non-union print- 
ers in its office; that the American Fed- 
eration of Labor and the Typographic): 
Union have decided that the Times 
must be brought to a realization of the 
fact that organized labor has no in- 
tention of weakly submitting to ‘he 
Malicious and venomous attempts ©: 
that paper to crush unionism in South- 
ern California.” 

The letter to Mr. Bent further states 
that the American Federation of 
Labor has raised a fund of $25,000 to 
fight The Times, and has instructed its 
two million members to refrain from 
patronizing anybody who advertises in 
that paper, and will send broadcast 
over the land and continuously print 
lists of such advertisers, with a re- 
quest that all friends of labor every- 
where boycott the establishments to the 
extent of their ability. ‘ 

“Knowing that you are not advertis- 
ing in the Los Angeles Times,” con- 
cludes this writer, in his letter to Mr. 
Bent, “but fearing that you may make 
a contract with it for such space with- 
out knowing its character, we take the 
liberty of addressing you this com- 
rounication, trusting you will receive 
it in the spirit in which it is written.” 

Mr. Bent has replied to this letter, 
stating that he regards it as an insult, 
and that The Times of Los Angeles is 
not the enemy of organized labor, but 
the enemy of some of its methods and 
tactics, and that any cause which needs 
to resort to the boycott to further its 
ends is most certainly not worthy of 
any support or consideration. 

Mr. Bent then goes on to say that 
though he has never advertised in the 
Los Angeles Times, he intends to do 80 
immediately, simply because of the at- 
tacks on the paper and the attempt to 
boycott it, 

“Any paper,” says Mr. Bent, “that 
Stands for liberty as against license 
and lawleseness, not only now, but al- 
ways shall have all the support I am 
able to give it. Any organization which 
needs to resort to the boycott, the bul- 
Jet, the billy, the brickbat and bull- 

ng generally, in order to work its 
will on man, merchant or manufac- 
turer, will most certainly never receive 
at my hands. Such 

reenization is a tyranny. more 
odious than Rome ever knew, and force 
not right, nor reason, its w Ne 

Finally, Mr. Bent, in his letter to the 
representative of the Typographica! 
Union, says: 

If your cause and your course and 
conduct are just, if they are right and 
should prevail, there certainly is no 
need whatever for you to apply the

sition which has been made to it has 
rallied friends to its support who might 
otherwise never have come near it. 
“Boycotting.” “bulldozing” and “‘ter- 
rorizing’’ are all un-American methods, 
and, while 1 would be one of the first 
to admit that the real responsibility for 
the aggressive action of organized la- 
bo; in many cases must be laid at tlhe 
decr of the capitalist and employer, 
that dvee not alter the fact that the 
action of many of our unions today is 
worse than a crime, for it is a mistake, 
and there is certainly nothing more fa- 
tal to progress than a policy which is 
a mistaken one. 

So long as a union stands for ‘the 
right of the wage-earner to organiz>, 
ur for his right to improve his condil- 
tion by getting shorter hours and bet- 
ter wages: for his right to representa- 
tion in the government of the country; 
for his right to be considered as some- 
thing more than a mere item of a great 
industrial machine, to be thrown aside 
when his strength is gone, the. union 
stands on a rock, and there waves over 
it a flag. to which men of advanced 
thought, high purpose and broad mind 
are rallying everywhere. But when the 
union stands for violence, for intiml- 
dation, for the boycott—in other words, 
when it endeavors to accomplish even 
ends that are honorable by tllegal acts, 
then it deprives itself, immediately, of 
the sympathy and the assistance of the 
very men who want to aid it In ita 
fight. It places iteelf out of court, and, 
finally, it invites that retaliation on 
the part of capital and of the employer 
which brings untold disaster upon 
these dependent upon the wage-earner, 
and who are least able to bear the 
strain. 

The New York Daily Commercial, in 
its issue of June 2, comments upon the 
stand that Mr. Bent has taken, as fol- 
lows: 

“Manufacturer Bent must not be re- 
garded as an exception in this particu- 
lar. Busineesdom bristles with men of 
his mold, not all of them as outspoken 
as he, perhaps, or in a position like 
his, to extend sympathy and practical 
support to the victim of the vicious 
boycott, but still anxious to battle for 
the right and to help make it prevail. 
The public does not stand in awe and 
fear of these labor unions, but it has 
heretofore lacked aggressiveness and 
leaders. Mr. Bent's persona! example 
is worth a million anti-boycott resolu- 
tions. His action is deserving of the 
very widest publicity that can possi- 
}bly be given ft. It is a beacon on 
the hilltop, dBclosing that the boycot- 
ters’ weapon Is often a veritable boom- 
erang that actually aids their intended 
victim, and points the way to final re- 
lease from their tyranny. If, every- 
where, public prosecutors, jurors and 
judges will do their full duty, treat- 
ing the boycott as it ought to be

We have here in New York the build- 
ing trades held up for several weeks, 
with a loss of nearly seven millions tn 
wages alone, with several hundreds of 
millions of capital idle, and a conse- 
quent enormous loss to the employers 
and contractors. We have the great 
milis at Lowell anad Fall River, Mass., 
shut down because of labor troubles, 
while the iron industry in many parts 
of the country is paralyzed. We see 
10,000 operatives stop work in the tex- 
tile industries in Philadelphia. In fact, 
from one end of the country to the 
other there is the sound of war and 
strife between capital and labor. 

In this conflict. what is it that will 
ultimately prevail’ 

I confidently believe it will be—jus- 
tice! 

Whatever may be the temporary suc- 
cess won by a combination of employ- 
ers or by organizations of labor, if the 
success be gained by illegitimate means. 
by terroriem, by violence, it will not 
endure, but, if it be won by modera- 
tion, by arbitration, by the showing cf 
a disposition to meet the opposing side 
half-way, the gain will be permanent 
and will lead to future gains. 

It does sometimes seem a hopeless 
task for those who desire to take a 
fair position in these matters; to en- 
deavor to bring such antagonistic 
forces as those which exist today, te 
realize that the best thing is to evince 
a spirit of mutual concession, and I 
often feel. as the editor of an indus- 
trial paper, how specially difficult jt ts 
for me to be just to all concerned, when 
as a matter of “business,” my individ- 
ual, personal interests are all on one 
side: bu tl have always been con- 
vinced that whether employers or em- 
ployés, whether capitalists or wage 
earners, we are, after all, only one 
family. What is an injury to one is, 
indeed, an injury to all. 

Reduce the employer to a condition 
of dependence upon labor, and you de- 
prive him of that Incentive which spurt 
him to those efforts which create tie 
very opportunities by which labor gets 
a living. 

On the other hand, reduce the wage 
earner to the abject condition to which 
some employers would relegate him 
and you destroy the very markets 
which the employer and producer muat 
have that their capital may earn a 
living: because we must never forget 
that labor, which furnishes the pro- 
ducers, also furnishes the consumers.

Scvage Brutes Held Him Caplive 
Two Days and Nights. 


Burro “Drwen Into Cabin With 
Man—Took Place in Los 
cAngeles County.

After having been beleagured for 
two days and two nights by savage 
brutes in the upper San Gabriel coun- 
try, penned in his shack by four moun- 
tain lions, forced to bee to civilization 
to escape the bloodthirsty maw of the 
tawny devile that hungered for the 
flesh of himeelf and his § (faith- 
ful burro, Borak,”’ BR. 
Camp, more dead than alive, 
rode into Lordsburg Monday in 
a pitiful state of exhaustion, and af-

of them. Camps congratulated himself 
on his escape, but prematuredy, as he 
crossed the slight ridge at the end of 
the fat a long drawn, piercing screech 


was heard from the trail behind; the 
brutes has discovered bis departure and 
were in hot pureuit. 

Realizing his peril, and that safety 
lay only in beating the lions to civill- 
zation, Camp accepted the hard terms 
and a race for life began that probably 
has no parallel in local history. Ter- 
rified beyond control, the little burro 
for once in his life galloped like a race- 
horse: only by great luck could Camp 
retain his s@at. One false step would 
have hurled bim to almost as bad a 
death as any the lions could give, but 
he had no time to count the cost of his 
venture for life. Never before and 
probabil, never again will the descent 
from Brown's Flats be made in such 
time as Camp made it Monday. When 
he rea .ed Lordsburg he was ex- 
hausted. A night's rest straightened the 
men out wonderfully and yesterday 
morning Camp leaded his burro with 
ammunition and rifles until he looked 
like a walking arsenal, and began the 
return trip, determined to thin out the 
lion crop of Brown's Flats if .t presents 
itself again. 


Today four Lordsburg sportsmen, 
headed by Jim Douglass, will leave for 
the flats prepared to assist Camp in his 
good work. 


BROWN’S DRIVEN BY THE MOUNTAIN 


ter restoratives had been applied, he 
told a thrilling tale of the mountains. 
No other evidence of the truth of his 
story was required than his condition. 
A glance at the man’s haggard fea- 
tures, and the quivering, perspiring 
flanks of the tiny burro that bore him 
into safety—that was enough. 

Mr. Camp lives at Brown's Flats in 
the summer and takes care of a few 
hunters who come into that section of 
the imountains after deer and trout; 
in the winter he usually stays below. 
For several weeks past, he has been 
up hie place, for the 
opening of the deer season, but he lit- 
tle thought he was to be the = first 
living thing hunted in that section this 
season, and that a quartette of moun- 
tain lions were to be the pursuers.

WAS JAMES BURDETT. 


DIED AFTER SHORT ILLNESS OF 
BRIGHT’S DISEASE.

Attotney for Several Corporations. 
Never Recovered from the Death of 
His Wife—Bar Association Will Take

“an exceedingly fine, clean fellow 
went out when James Burdett died.” 

I: was Henry O'Melveny who said 
that yesterday, speaking of the un- 
timely death of one of the best law- 
yers at the bar. 

Burdett died of Bright's disease 
Monday evening at 9:30 o'clock, and 
was not in his bed long. He was 
years old, having been born in Canada 
in 2858 After graduating from the 
law school of the University of To- 
ronto, he came immediately to Los An- 
geles, nineteen years ago. 

Those who knew him best say that 
he seemed not to care whether he 
lived or died after the death of his 
wife two years ago. In the last few 
days of his life, he kept saying that 
he wanted to die. 

A while back, one of the lawyers met 
him on the streets and commented on 
the fact that he looked pulled down 
and in a bad way. 

Burdett replied that the doctors had 


told him that morning that he had 
acute Bright's disease. 
“But,” he said. “1 dop't —belleve 


there's anything in it: anyhow, | am 
going on just the same.” 

And he did; went on with his practice 
in just the same way. 

Burdett had a very good law busi- 
ness, and was regarded as a g00d, 
practical, honest lawyer. 

He was attorney for several corpora- 
tions, and was at one time the cham- 
pien of the residence belt in the hilis 
against the encroachmnts of the oil 
derricks; 

He was never the sort of lawyer 
who chased around getting his cases 
into the papers and his name in print, 
but he was always very kind to the 
reporters and knew a “story” when 
he saw it.

KILLED BY SWITCH ENGINE. 
Charles Hallquist Ends « Long Spree 


and His Life Under the Wheels of a

Today the “Adobe” saloon, at the 
corner of Bellevue avenue and San’ 
Fernando street, will be tightly 
closed. The last vestige of right which 
Marchesi & Fanucchi had for keeping 
the place open expired at midnight, 
when their June license terminated, 
and the den was shut up by Capt. 
Auble. 

There is a legal question involved in 
tthe “Adobe” case which has never been 
“passed upon by the courts.

fhen the Police Board decid 
take the license for the “Adobe” 
away frem Marchesi & Fanucchi the 
permit for a license was revoked. But 

proprietors were then in possession 
of a license issued June 1, for which 
they paid $60, and which was good, 
under ordinary circumstances, until to- 
day. It is a question whether the ac- 
tion of the Police Commission in re- 
woking the permit aiso annuls the 
license. 

Attorneys for the saloonkeepers assert 
thet the action of the board has no 
effect on the license for the current 
month.

WERDIN RETURNS. 
BRINGS BACK NEW IDEAS. 
Street Superintendent Werdin 
turned to the city yesterday afternoon 
after a five weeks’ tour of the principal 
cities of the East. The Superintendent 
was sent on a trip of investigation by 
the Council that he might garner new 
ideas on street sweeping and street 
sprinkling that would keep Los Ange- 
les abreast of the times. In this respect 
the Superintendent's trip appears to 
have been a success, for yesterday 


information about new method 
street sweeping, street sprinkling and 
general care of streets. 

Superintendent Werdin visited Mil- 
waukee, Chicago, Cincinnati, Cleveland, 
Buffalo, Detroit, Indianapolis, and 
many other cities of the Bast and Mid- 
die West in search of information that 
would be helpful in his line of work. 
He says that officials everywhere 
treated him with uniform courtesy and 
that he is specially indebted to Mayor 
Walter 8. Rose of Milwaukee and to 
Street Superintendent Hanna of Cleve- 
land for useful information. These of- 
ficials made it a special point to see 
that Superintendent Werdin was af- 
forded every facility for observation 
and study and they were careful that 
time did not hang heavy on his hands. 

Mayor Rose took Superintefident 
Werdin about the city in his private 
conveyance, o d out a special fire 
boat and had it put in action on Lake 
Michigan, and in other ways made the 
Angelefio welcome in Milwaukee. 

Mrs. Werdin accompanied the Street 
Superintendent and a week ago Sunday 
they attended a family reunion at 
Janesville, M , where Mr. Werdin 
met his mother, two sisters and four 
brothers for the first time in five years. 

Returning by Kansas City, 
tendent Werdin viewed the sad havoc 
wrought by the recent terrible floods. 
Only one bridge is standing across the 
Kaw River, and that was kept there 
by the genius of a bright young en- 
gineer, who ordered thirteen heavy lo- 
comotives run upon the bridge when 
the river was rising. The locomotives 
held the bridge down to its moorings, 
although the water rose above the en- 
gines and left them completely out of 
sight for several hours. Near the Un- 
ion depot in Kansas City a whirlpool 
formed during the flood and today 
there is a wide hole more than forty 
feet deep. When Superintendent “Wear- 
din was there the railway company 

to drive piling in the bottom of 
the hole with the intention of filling it. 
An eighty-foot pile was placed in po- 
sition, and when released sank entirely 
out of sight by its own gravity. En- 
gines, freight and passenger cars and. 
other railroad phernalia are strewn 
all about the depot in great confusion 
and the odos from decaying matter is 
something unbearable. 

Although the inside facts are sup- 

, there is a great amount of 
sickness in Kansas City, St. Louis and 
other cities visited by the flood, and 
the Street Superintendent did not tarry 
long to observe municipal methods. 

Superintendent Werdin bélieves he 
has found just the right machine for 
street sweeping in an automatic air 
blast pick-up contrivance used in In- 
dianapolis, Boston, Louisville and other 
cities of the East. It is a pretentious 
machine having a _ten-horse-power 
boiler in the center operated by an en- 
gineer. It is drawn by three horses and 
one machine will sweep five miles of 
paved streets in a night. The dirt from 
the street is taken up by an air blast 
and suction arrangement after having 
been stirred by steel rollers, and is 
dampened and deposited in a wagon 
box.

CRUELTY OF BIRD HUNTERS. 
Another story was told by these re- 
turned summer residents of the §is- 
lands. They said that in many cases 
the birds would fall wounded before 
the shots of the marke: hunters, and, 
still living. would be picked up to have 
their wings’ torn off, the birds then 
being tossed to the beach to linger for 
awhile and to die in agony. It was 
shown that in some cases, where the 
birds had been but slightly wounded, 
they had managed to survive even 
the tearing away of their wings, and 
that in many places on the islands 
there were Wingless birds picking up 
t precarious living, which would be 
theirs only until the winter came and 
froze out their innocent lives. The 
gulls whose wings were torn off were 
those whose bedy plumage was in too 
poor a& condition for the market. 

There waa an investigation of these 


stories of horrid cruelty, and they 
were found to be true.

‘| FIREWORKS ON HIGH. 


Two Interesting Celestial Displays 
This Week—Moon and Mars Worth 
*Watching Early Tonight. 


‘Those who have time to turn aside 
for a few moments from the terrestial 
fireworks which are so much in evi- 
dence this ‘week, may be rewarded for 
their self-control by a wonderful dis- 
play of the wonderful order of celestial 
mechanism. 

This evening there will be a very 
near approach of the moon to the 
lanet Mars. The nearest contact, for 
t will be almost a real contact, will 
be about 5 o'clock in the evening; so 
that they should be looked for as soon 
after sunset as it is possible to see 
the and they will then be very near 
together. It is to be hoped the skies will 
be clear enough for us to see them. 
An occasion like this is not only inter- 
esting in itself, but affords an opportu- 
nity for testing our knowledge as to 
the direction in which the heavenly 
bodies move. Let any one notice how 
far to the left of Mars the moon will 
be the next night, and perhaps he will 
be surprised to find that thotigh the 
moon eeems to cross the sky from 
east to west, it is really always moving 
toward the east. 


There will be another sight in 
the same part of the y almost, on 
Sunday evening, but farther to the 


north and west, Everybody must 
know Venus—she has been for weeks 
so bright and conspicuous in our 
southwestern skies. She is now passing 
under the Corona Leonis in the constel- 
lation Leo. We may think of the Co- 
rona asa hunter’scap, wtih the bright 
star Regulus marking the tip, and 
then think of Venus, the at hunt- 
ress, trying to put it on. e will not, 
however, quite eucceed, for on Sunday 
evening we shall see her close to Regu- 
lus, the last star in the cap, and then 
she will soon leave the whole group 
behind. This conjunction of the bright 
planet and the fixed star is worth 
watching, for it is not often we see 
two such bright stars so near together. 
Those who know the Corona Leonis 
as the sickle will notice that Regulus 
is the star which forms the end of the 
handle. 

After passing Regulus, Venus will 
seem to be in a fair way to overtake 
Mars, and will gain upon him very 
considerably till about the end of 
July. After that she will begin to lag 
behind, and will soon be lost to us in 
the rays of the sun, passing between 
us and the sun on September 15.

NEW OXYGEN PLANT. 


City Physicians Entertained by Los 
Angeles Ice and Cold Storage Com- 
pany, Oxygenating Process Explained. 

Four tallyhos were filled with celty 
physicians yesterday noon, and they 
were driven to the new oxygen plant 
of the Los Angeles Ice and Cold nares 

Company, at Seventh and Mesquite 
saveeth where a demonstration of the 
oxygenating process was given. 

After the demonstration a luncheon 
was served and there were several hap- 
py speeches. 

The process for obtaining pure @ty- 
gen from the atmosphere is based on 
the subjecting of manganate of soda 
to a jet of steam. This causes it to 
part with the oxygen it contains. A 
blast of air on the residuum then re- 
forms it into manganate of soda, which 
again absorbs oxygen from the atmos- 
phere, and thus the process may be re- 
peated irdefinitely. 

In oxygenating waters the pure oxy- 
gen is stored in gasometers and then 
forced into doubly-distillied water by 
means of a Mitchell carbonating ma- 
chine. The water and oxygen are thor- 
oughly agitated and then bottled un- 
der 60 pounds of pressure. 

The use of oxygen has heretofore 
been much restricted, owing to its 
great cost. By the establishment of 
this new plant, this valuable element 
will be within the reach of all. 

Though the demand is brisk, oxy- 
genated water has not yet been ex- 
ploited by the company, for the reason 
that a name for the product has not 
been chosen. 

The prise name contest conducted 
through the newspapers has just ended, 
the result being yet in doubt. The 
goods are purchasable, however, in pints 
and quarts, at a reasonabdie figure. 
The water is also put up in half-galion 
bottles, not so heavily charged as the 
smaller bottles, the surplus pressure 
being released before corking.

MANY LIVELY CITIES. 


SECRETARY OF THE MUNICIPAL 
LEAGUE AND HIS TOUR. 


Found Best Example of Government 
in Cleveland, Ohio—Jobbers’ Associa- 
tions Active in All the Hustling 
Towns, He Says. 


Cc. D. Willard’ of the Los Angeles 
Jobbers’ Association and the Munici- 
pal League returned yesterday from a 
six weeks’ trip through the Middle 
West in the Interest of those organi- 
zations. The purpose of the trip was 
to study the conditions which ob- 
tain in other large cities with a 
view to adopting here the best that 
they have to present and to guard 
against systems which other cities 
have found to be undesirable. 

Wherever he went Mr. Willard was 
treated with utmost cordiality. He 
found that the fame of Los Angeles 
has spread abroad in the land and the 
municipal officers of the various cities 
were anxious to give him the informa- 
tion he sought. At his home, No. 1635 
South Flower street last evening he 
talked interestingly of his trip and of 
its results. He sald: 

“I visited nine cities in efi, selecting 
those situated in the Middle West, be- 
cause in that region the commercial 
and political conditions are more nearly 
in line with our own than they are in 
the cities on the Atlantic Coast. The 
tour consumed six weeks and averaged 
four days in each place, excepting in 
Chicago, where I found in the work of 
the Municipal Voters’ League and in 
the operation of the civil service so 
much to study, that I spent over a 
week there. 

“I undertook two distinct lines of 
study with reference to «ach city I 
visited. one in behalf of the Jobbers’ 
Association and the other ig betrelf of 
the Municipal League. For the former 
I examined into wholesalers’ organiza- 
tions and the lines of work they were 
undertaking, freight traffic questions, 
the relations between wholesalers and 
retailers and the methods used for de- 
veloping and maintaining the jobbing 
trade. [| found these o?ganizations in 
existence in a more or less active shape 
in every city I visited except two—and 
those two bore the reputation of play- 
ing a losing game in the wholesale 
business. The citiés of Cleveland, St. 
Louls, Kansas City, Milwaukee and St. 
Joseph provided the most satisfactory 
material for study in this direction. 
There was a time when nature was 
supposed to take care of the jobbing 
business, that is to say, it came to 
this or that center because it was “fa- 
vorably located.” But the twentieth 
century wholesaler has discovered that 
if he wants business he must go after 
it just as other merchants do, and he 
must work not only as an individual, 
but collectively as a community. 

"On the municipal side I found the 
most profitable study of good examples 
in Cleveland, which was the best cov- 
erned city I visited, and in Detroit, and 
in Milwaukee. Denver and Chicago are 
interesting for the civic development 
that is under way. Toledo, St. Louls 
and St. Joseph are admirable for cer- 
tain things that they teach wus not 
to do. I was at Kansas City In the 
midet of the flood and had an ad- 
mirable chance to study a strong and 
courageous American city face to face 
with a frightful calamity. Although 
the dispatches were filled with graphic 
accounts of the flood, I find that none 
of the people I meet have any ade- 
quate conception of the horror of that 
city’s situation—such as it was dur- 
ing the progress of the flood, such os 
it still ie im consequence of the disas- 
ter. But the way the people rallied and 
stood up together under that desperate 
stress was simply gnificent. and I 
am glad I was there see and admire 
it. 

“Ry the way. I discovered there that 
a convention hall may have a vartety 
of uses. Nearlv a thousand refugees 
were accommodated in the enormous 
Kansas City structure, and the sight «f 
that ereat area, crowded with hageard., 
exhausted men, crying women and ter-, 
rified children was something [| shall 
never forget. 

“T was interviewed in one or more 
newspapers in nearly evtery place I 
visited. because, as gathering a con- 
siderable variety of municipal knowl- 
edge a« I went from place to p'ace I 
was able to compare each citv with 
those I had already visited and studied. 
Incidentally I mey remark that I took 
good care in these interviews that Los 
Angeles should not get the worst of 
it.” 


METHODIST HOSPIT 


Probability of Large Methodist Insti- 
tution to Take Place of Christian 
Hospital, Which Closes Its Doors 


September First. 

While Los Angeles is to lose from 
the ranks of its life-saving stations the 
Christian Hospital, which closes its 
doors September 1, it may gain a ther- 
oughly-equipped and well-supported 
hospital under the control of the gen- 
eral Methodism of the Southwest. 
Many therd_are who feel that now is 
a propitious time to launch the ven- 
ture. For the past two years the Wom- 
an’s Home. Missionary Society of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church has advo- 
cated the establishment of a general 
Methodist hospital for the Coast and 
southwestern territory. 

The Christian Hospital has been an 
interdenominational venture; but has 
been warmly supported by the Meth- 
odists, some of its largest contributors 
having been of th denomination. 
Now that its boa of directors has 
definitely decided to close its doors, i: 
is quite likely the Methodists will 
launch their enterprise. | 
Just at present, howevé@r, there is 
considerable uncertainty as to what 
definite move will be made, as several! 
plans are in embryo. 

The.,,.Pacific Branch of the 
WomaWe Home Missionary Society has 
appointed as its Hospital Committee | 
Mrs. Foote, Mra. T. C. Miller, Mra. A. 
EK. Pomeroy. Mre. G. F. Rovard, Mre. 
P. H. Bodkin, Mrs. F. M. Chambers, 
Prof. C. E. Hutton, W. K. Wing, Dr. 
A. W. Adkinson. 

There has been some discussion of 
establishing a regular deaconesg hos- 
pital, under the supervision of this so- 
clety, but the society would prefer to 
give its help to the maintenance of a 
larce tnstitution undey general Meth- 
odistic control, and to supply its dea- 
conesses for hospital work. 

The Methodist Ministers’ Association 
appointed as a Hospital Committee, to 
act in conjunction with the Home 
Society committee, Rev. Otto Wilke, 
Rev. FE. P. Ryland and Dr. G. F. Bo- 
vard., 

The German Methodists have estab- 
lished their own hospital at the corner 
of Fifth and Olive streets and they 
have urged the other Methodists to join 
in supporting their institution. 

This does not meet with the approval 
of all, however. and one prominent 
Methodist has stated he can secure 
from one man $100,000 for the building 
of a new general Methodist hospital. 
It has been suggested that the Meth- 
odists take the bullding and equipment 


af the Christian Hospital and continue 


the work; but the building is not con- 
sidered satisfactory; and 8S. P. Mul- 
ford, acting president of the Christian 
Hospital, says the equipment of that 
institution will be sold out to small 
hospitals or physicians and the money 
put in bank for future use, should it 
be deemed advisable to reopen the in- 
stitution. 

The Methodist committeés are to 
have a meeting next Tuesday, and at 
that time it is probable some definite 
policy will be outlined.

GETS TICKET OFFICE IN SALT 
LAKE PAVILION. 


— 


Fine Location Secured in Long Beach 
and Steam Railroad Officials Sur- 
prised, but They Must “Grin and 
Bear it’—Sunday School Day. 


LONG REACH, June %.—The Pacific 
Electric stole a march on the Salt Lake 
last night and secured from the Coun- 
cil a lease on a portion of the pavilion 
recently built by the last-named road, 
and will upe it as a ticket office. This 
pavilion was built by the Salt Lake 
on the bluff lot next west of the shore 
end of the pier, and consent was given 
only on the express understanding that 
the building should belong to and be 
controlled by the city. All the Salt 
Lake was to get out of it was the use 
of the west end as ticket office and 
baggege-room. The value of such a 
loeation for a depot right at the point 
where the visitors get on and off the 
trains is readily apparent, and the Salt 
Lake people felt that they could well 
afford to put up the building for twen- 
ty years’ use. The Pacific Electric has 
had longing eyes on the same location, 
and at the meeting last night the Trus- 


tees gave it permission to use the best 


corner of the buliding for its ticket 
office. As soon as the permission was 
given men were rushed in, the office in- 
closed, and an nt was on hand sell- 
ing tickets for the early trains this 
morning. In return for the use of the 
corner the Pacific Electric is to pay $390 
a year, light the pavilion, and seat it. 
The Salt Lake officials were. naturally 
surprised at this invasion of what they 
thought was exclusive territory, but so 
far as is known here have done noth- 
ing. It is a case of “grin and bear it.”
